~ POOR TIME SAVE 


| Autos Going 50 Miles an Hour 
Gain Little Over Those 
at Legal Limit

EK. Raymond Cato, chief of the Cal-! 


| ifornia highway patrol, released | 
‘figures here pointing out the fal-| 
lacy of fast driving. | 
| Cato pointed out that the time 
gained in driving at the rate of 50, 
miles an hour instead of the legal] 
/rate of 45 miles is but eight sec- 
onds per mile. On the other hand | 
the hazard of accident is increas- 
ed many times as the stopping | 
distance required to brake a veni- | 
cle going at 50 miles an hour in-| 
stead of 45 is increased 27 feet. | 

The saving in time for an aver- 
age trip of 200 miles was comput- | 
ed at only a little more than 27 
minutes. | 

As another example, the high- 
way patrol chief said the man whe | 
travels from Los Angeles to Sac- | 
ramento at fifty miles an hour will 
arrive only 53 minutes ahead o} 
the driver who travels at 45 miles 
an hour—and his chances of an 
accident will be infinitely greater. | 

“The moral of this is to drive. 
at a legal rate of speed,” Cato 
said, “Our records of accidents | 
show most of those involving death | 
occur at high speeds.” | 

Drivers traveling at 20 miles an 
hour who increase this speed to 
25 will save 36 seconds in a mile. 
On the other hand this increase of | 
five miles an hour means an in- | 
crease in stopping distince for two- | 
wheel brake cars of from 37 to 58} 
feet and an increase in the stop- 
ping distance for four-wheel | 
brakes of from 22.2 feet to 34.7) 
feet. 

Cato’s computations show it 
takes 139 feet to stop a car with 
four-wheel brakes going at 50 
miles an hour and 112.8 feet to, 
stop the same car going at 45 | 
miles an hour. 

It takes 232 feet to stop a cai 
with two-wheel brakes going at 5t | 
miles an hour.
